tropica] countries. 

Compared with that of last summer 
l»«..C«ba» tlvB somparstive Immunity 
from death or Mrtbos Illness of the 
American troops fighting outside of 
Manilla seems little short of miracu- 
lous. From Ihe landing of General 
Anderson's first mllit^y expedition 
near Cavlte on June SO last year, up 
to the last weekly report from General 
Otis dated June 6, there have been 
only 364 deaths from dltaase, although 
his total force has been 40,000 men. In 
the same period 69 men have died from 
wounds. 

In view of the notorloni Insaltibrlty 

of Manilla and its environs, these fig- 
ures are almost incredible. They chal- 
lenge contrast with the best KngllHh 
e«perlenc« in Kfypt or India and they 
surpass even the excellent eondltlms 
that exist in Cuba where there is no 
fighting and the men are not exposed 
to the elements, but hare comfortable 
garrisons. Men drowned or who died 
from injuries reo^ved otherwise thM

are counted In the total of 
364. The total is Interesting as com- 
pared with th4t of the men killed out- 
right In action with the Filipinos from 
February 4 to June 6, covering the pe- 
riod of active hOStUitles. In those four 
nmnths with an average of 7,000 men 
engaged the killed were 226. 

This great disparity demonstrates 
what Improvement has resulted from 
the experirncp of the Snntlago cam- 
paign when 2,000 men died from dis 
ease and only 260 were killed. In 
fact, the health question in the Philip- 
pines has apparently lost its novelty 
and no question hating been raised 
shout it from this side of the ocean, 
no recent cable reports from Oeneral 
Otla contain any llluaion to U.

Lansing, Mich.. June 16. — Governor 
Pingree marked tbe closing day of the 
legislature by sending. in veto mes- 
sages which hotly criticised the legis- 
lature for nHeged failure to carry out 
the people s wishes. 

The governor vetoed the amended 
beet sufsr bounty bill and also a bill 
appropriating $40,000 for state bul.dlng 
and exhibit at the Pan* American expo- 
sition at Buffalo. 

The biet s\igar bill as oriRiiially 
passed had been recalled from the gov- 
ernor's ofllee, the govenior having rec- 
ommended that the amount paid any 
sugar factory be limRed to $25,000 
annually. No limit was inserted, how- 
ever, in the amended bill, which re- 
duced the manufacturers* bounty from 
a cent to half a cent a pound. 

The veto message said in part: "Thfs 
legislature has passed no laws to equal- 
ize the burden of taxation and make 
corporate and Other property pay its 
share of taxes. It has tailed utterly 
to carry out the wishes o( the people 
In this respeet The tax dodger has 
either controlled or obstructed legis- 
lation. His interests have been care- 
fully protected. The effort seems to 
have Dcen mads to 'appropriate as 
much money as possir^le, and to stifle 
all measures to make the tsx dodger 
bf ar his and Ita snare of the tnereased 
expense." 

"Ihe Republican party in conven- 
tion, by Ita platforifi' unanimously 
pledged^ and the people endorsed re- 
form!! In taxation, not one of which 
has been fulfilled. Such vio{atious of 
faith ere sometimes dangerpos to par- 
ties aa to indlviduala." 

As to the Buffalo appropriation the 
governor said: "If this Republican 
legislature fr.rnot afford to make the 
pay of Michigan voluntfcrs in the 
Spanish-American war at least $1 per 
day. It certainly should not tax the 
soldiers' modest home for the pur- 
pose of raising a fund to enable the 
tax dodgers to exhibit their waras In 
a neigbborlng state."

This week there bare been a doxen 
rum- rs i n the subject One was that 
the ((inipany was to be dissolved, an- 
rther that a reorganization whi' h 
could consolidate all Interests with a 
capitalisation of $500,000,000 had been 
decided on and that new stock on the 
basis of five shares for one would be is- 
sued. 

A story that was not regarded with- 
out foundation by many who are evi- 
dently well informed about Standard 
Oil affairs was that the company 
would liquidate and that a new com- 
pany would formed with a capital 
of from $100,000,000 to $125,000,000. 
The scheme outlined comprehended the 
exchange of the outstanding certifi- 
cates dollar for dollar,, the holding of 
$10,000,000 to 115,000 W of treasury 
stork and a cash distributloa nBong 
the holders of certificates. 

The new company under this plan 
would be a New Jersey corporation. It 
was assumed that the cancellation of 
the .original certificates of the trust 
which originally ' amounted to $7,250,- 
000 had progressed to a point where a 
reorganisation of the company would 
present little difficulty and that the de- 
cision in this regard was reached at 
Bayonne, N. P., at a recent meeting of 
tbe Standard Oil company of New Jer^ 
sey.

Cleveland, June 16. — Cars were start- 
id in tbe morning on all the lines Eu- 
jcltd avenue. .Wade park. Cedar and 
Wilson avenues. There was no riot- 
ing, but at various points obstructions 
were found on the tracks. These were 
readily removed. There are no crowds 
in the streets. It now seems possiUe 
that a settlsmant ot the strike may 
be effected. 

It waB denied that a committee of 
strikers hii(\ held a conference with 
President Everett, of tbe company, but 
tbe report ia now ka^wn to be true. 
The company was composed of formsr 
employee waa entirely unofficial and 
its action is dihavnwMl by the \inion, 
but it is admitted that a return of the 
men was discussed. The question has, 
It Is said, narrowed down to ^ the dis- 
posal of the non-union men employed 
by the company. The company ( laims 
that it is bound to retain these men 
in its Service. It is reported that 
the union haa so modified its 
demands for recognition aa to al- 
low of its fnlflllmrnt without th* sao- 
riflce of any rights of tht company. 

All through the forenoon the streets 
were quiet. At the noon hour, when 
the big factorlea let oat their men 
trouble was experienced all over tbe 
city. Tbe police had been drawn into 
the outskirts of the town and the riot- 
ers, seeing this, gathered in force in 
the down-town streets. At the corner 
of Wood and St. Clair streeU several 
hundred factory girls bombarded pass- 
ing cars with bottles, stones and oth^ 
er missiles from the shop windows. 

A crowd of 2,000 people crowded the 
street at St Clair and Banks and 
stoned them at their will. Only two 
arrets were made. 

On, St. Clair street between Bank and 
Water two cars were attacked with 
missiles from surrounding bulldlnys. 
Tbe pollen dlaparaad tiM Mfea. 

Shortly aftar noatt two large stones 
thrown from a rooih crashed down 
through a W;uie Park car on Perkins 
avenue narrowly missing the motor- 
man. A crowd of 1,000 people here 
was soon dispersed, but another waa 
Immediately formed at Case and Per- 
kins averaies. The track was blocked 
here and a crowd largely composed ot 
women and children Tlforonaly attm- 
ed a paaslng car. 
At Bmmton and Cfsrk avenuea, a 

brick thrown from the crowd injured 
a policeman and a shaip melee follow- 
ed. At Holmdcn aviriiie a cinwd of 
2,000 people was encouraged. A mo- 
torman was hit with a paving stone 
and volley after volley of stones and 
eggs were sent Into the car. 

Polic-e reinforcements immediately 
arrived and drove the mob back. Two 
strikers, John Murphy and J. J. Crax, 
were arreated. The first attempt to 
open a south side ifne failed, tne strik- 
ers being too strong and no adaqoata 
police force being avallaJUa.
